CLUES TO CARPET QUALITY 
Carpets and rug* are usu­ 


ally long-term investments, 
so proper selection can save 
both matey and disappoint­ 


ment, Tile wise consumer 
masters pertinent facts about 
fibers, construction, and 
otiler quality indicators, then 
turns to a reputable retailer 


who stocks carpets and rugs 
from brand-name manufac­ 
turers. 


Carpet and rug prices are 
determined by two tilings: 
die basic materials used and 
die care and artistry employ­ 
ed in putting tile materials 
together. H ie more of eith­ 
er of these elements going 


into a carpet, tile higher tile 
price. If tile price is to be 


cut, something must be left 
out. 


Understanding carpet con­ 
struction is die key to spot­ 


ting differences in carpeting. 
Carpeting is made in a series 
of Layers, 
The top layer is 
referred to as die pile. Be­ 
low it is die primary back­ 
ie*., to which die pile is at- 


taclied by stitching, weav­ 


ing, needle punching or knit­ 
ting. 
A secondary backing, 
recommended with all tufted 


carpets, is die last layer. 
Latex, applied between die 
two backing layers, also 
locks die individual fibers to 
prevent pulling out. 
Each part of die rug or 
carpet fills a definite func­ 
tion. 
The carpet pile gives 
a feeling of luxury underfoot 


and provides die appearance 
features needed to com pli­ 
ment room decor. 
The feel­ 
ing of underfoot luxury as 
wail as wearability , Is deter­ 


mined by die height of the 
pile and the density or close­ 
ness of die tufts. 
The bal­ 
ance between these two fac­ 
tors affect die ability of die 
pile to remain on end in hea­ 
vy use. 
The shorter die pile 
height, the closer togedier 
die rows rn .st be spaced to do 


die job. 
Wien die rows are 
too far apart, die tufts tend 
to lay on dieir sides. 
As a 


result, surface texture e f­ 
fects arc destroyed and die 


tendency to mat increases. 
Consumers can compare 
carpeting for pile density by 
a simple in -die-store test. 
Fold a sample of die carpet­ 
ing double so die backing 
between die rows of pile is 
exposed. 
Woe re die pile is 
spaced very close together 
only a small amount of back­ 
ing shows. 
Avoid pieces that 
reveal large areas of the 
baching.

Abuse With Facts

Today's Subject: Let’s Get Serious 


Many parents, and other people 'or that matter, are really 
and truly interested in helping stamp out drug abuse. 
Fre­ 
quently they will ask som«*one from this department, “how can 
I be of service in the war on drugs . . . what can I do to help?” 
It is one thing to help fight the drug problem by teaching 
your own children the facts about drugs, but this is not the en­ 
tire battlefront. One very important part of the battle which 
law enforcement departments need help with is . . . FINDING 
THE “PUSHERS." (A “pusher” as you know is one who sells 
drugs illegally on the street market). 
There Is no way of 
knowing how many pushers are operating in any given area, 
nor how many pushers there are in the country, but it is safe 
to say there is a pusher within a short driving distance of just 
about every community in the United States 
This brings up the question of “getting involved.” So many 
people do not want to report anyone they suspect of criminal 
activity because they do not want to get involved. Then too, 
some fear personal harm if they “ tell on” a suspect. My re­ 
sponse to this kind of thinking would be this; if you found out 
that a certain person had tri**d to sol’ drugs of some type to 
your own youngster you would waste no time in reporting the 
m atter to the nearest law enforcement agency, right? Then, 
why not rc*port when you suspect someone when your own chil­ 
dren are not involved? Other parents share the same problem 
as yourself and th** same vital concern for their children. Isn’t 
it right then to cooperate with law enforcement? 
In one city in the south there was instituted a program 
called, “Turn In a Pusher.” A spec ial phone number was given 
for the purpose of calling in when anyone suspected a person 
of selling drugs illegally 
Drug parties were reported, in 
the hope that if police could arrive on the scene while drugs 
were being used they might have a good chance in tracing the 
sourc e of supply to the participants. 
In six months this city 
had 2,930 calls and as a result of those calls there were many 
pushers apprehended and taken off the srreet. This is the kind 
of citizenship I would like to see ar rive right here in our own 
community. 
Not all pushers look like gangsters from a television series. 
.Some, to look at them, would seem like just ordinary people 
you see on the street every day. Some are students in high 
schools and colleges who are interested only In how much money 
they can m ake 
Most usually a pusher is a drug user supporting 
his own habit. 
Now, r know that most of my readers will never have or 
< as ion to know at>out a drug pusher. But, some of you, some 
tim e will have reason to suspect someone is connected with 
drugs in some way 
That is the time that I want you to make 
a call to your nearest law enforc ement agency and report what 
you su‘pf--4 
Don’t worry if it turns out to Fie nothing at a1! 
. . 
your local police and sheriff’s deputies investigate many, 
m any reports of suspected criminal activities which eventually 
turn out to be “nothing at a1! ” But, if the drug problem is to 
be whipped, law enforcement officers MUST have this kind of 
cooperation from the public. 
So, if YOU have reason to suspect ANYONE of illegal drug 
activities BE SURE TO CAUL T in s NUMBER, 000 0000 
This 
is how YOU can help stamp out drug abuse1
